dismayed by the 
failures of the hun- 
dreds who have pre- 
ceded him in the 
same line of effort, 
has experimented 
antil he can now claim, apparently 
with some reason, to have achieved 
success, 

' Tho Lillientlml theory is that birds 
do not exercise great power In flying, 
but keep afloat in the air by tho par- 
ticular way in which they manipulate 
their wings, Reasoning upon these 
lines, u Hying machine 1ms been con- 
structed upon u, variety of angles, de- 
signed to catch the air in whatever di- 
rection itinnyeome, or from whatever 
quarter, 

Tho affair is built in almost exact 
imitation of the wings of a bat; the 
delicate ribs and body are made of wil- 
low wood, which Is tough but light; the 
wings arc covered with light sheeting, 
and when spread they huve a circum- 
ference of twenty square yards. The 
entire apparatus weighs forty pounds, 
Lillientlml began his trials with the 
new flying machine from the summit 
of a turret which rises forty feet 1 from 
the ground. Adjusting the wings as 
shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion, and seating himself upon the 
skeleton body of the mechanism, which, 
unfortunately, must be imaginciLjiu 
the drdwing, ns the artist has corfMI'- 
crod it so exceedingly frail as to inajHit 
indistinguishable, the inventor pj^wl 
himself dk'from the tower top Into 
space, as We would push away a boat 
from tho bank. Working the wings 
with littlo effort, the man fluttered 
through tho air, finally reaching a 
height of 200 feet above tho surface, 
and then descended safely. 

After this experiment which satis- 
fied him of tho praetibllity of Ills 
theory, Mr. LIUlcnthal resolved to 
gradually increase , the altitude, and 
for this purpose he went lo the steep 
hill of Rhino wcr, near Hathcnbw, 
which rises to an abrupt height of 320 
feet, Its side being a stony cliff: almost 
perpendicular^ On the top of this hill 
ho built a small tower, making the en- 
tire distance from the level 350 feet . 
Thcnhendjustcd his Hying apparatus 
and leaped off.. Upon his first trial he 
sank perhaps fifty feet, and thrfii com- 
menced to rise again until) he. had 
rei i eh c'd 1 ,0D0 f eje t_qp d^thun \j f radujil Ig 
floated down, alighting gently upon 
the road. 

Dltcpcatlng his experiments for sev- 
eral days, ho eventually reached such 
perfection that he was able to stand 
still in the air without moving the 
wings, He also traveled In circles, 
steering ' himself by the appliance 
which will be noticed in the sketch ns 
a scml-circular attachment, doing the 
sainu duty as a rudder as that done by 
the tail uf a bird. 

To a moderate degree Mr. Ltlllenthal 
appears now, to have accomplished the 
aerial movements of the bird, and it 
only remains to be seen whether he 
.can sufficiently perfect his > system to 
rise to great heights, or to remain 
aloft with the same endurance as do 
the creatures designed by nature for 
that purpose. 

The heleiitist's description of tho sen- 
sation while sailing through the air Ls 
certainly nttrnctivc He says that the 
fueling of /motion is entirely lost, so 
easy mid free from fatigue Is It.

In opening a modern bank safe the 
burglar putting up tho entire joint or 
craak except for about" an Inch ut 
top and bottom, says tho Boston Hot- 
old. A wall of putty is then formed- 
about tho top eraak, whoro It is un- 
covered, and two and a halt or three 
ounces of nltro-glycorino poured Into 
it If tho safe Is not protected by 
felt or rubber, it will require 'but 
throo or four minutes for the glycer- 
in*? to distribute itself over the on- 
tlro joint of tho door and drip out at 
tho lower crack. An ordinary de- 
tonating cap, such as is used in ex- 
ploding dynamite, is lusortod in tho 
upper well and tho fuse lit When 
tho explosion occurs tbo door comes 
off. When tho operation takes place 
in the vault there is rarely any noise, 
more than fifty foot away.

Ho goos to u 
hardware sturo and buyt) a fow 
pounds oT dynamite, which ho breaks 
up In a convenient vodnel, as a wash- 
basin, covers with alcohol, and 
allows it to stand until the glycerine 
hag all com blued with it. Tho al- 
cohol and glycerine arc then nourad 
off, and an equal amount of water Is 
addod; " the- water and' tho - alcohol 
combine, and the ititro-glycorino 
sinks to tho bottom, where it Is 
ready .for use.

Talcing one end 
of the piece between, two buildings 
nnd placing It in n cistern, the other 
ond was connected to tho cleelrle 
wire, thus muking n "ground" and 
putting out the arc lights in tho 
bank, Tho sufu was then opened In 
loss than twenty minutes with nitro- 
glycerine nud Bovoral thousand dol- 
lars, taken, 

Tho eliromo stool, of wh'ion the safe 
and "<iults of banks are nov/i lnrgcly 
built, is easily drilled by first bqatlng 
the Bloel- A basket of wlro -netting 
is inado to cover a upaco of about six 
or eight Inches square, and this ia 
wired to tbo sldo of the safe or door. 
It is lilled with charcoal, whioh is 
Ignited and a llel'co heat generated 
by a palp of hollows. In four or live 
minutes tho basket Is removed and 
the heated spot allowed to cool. It 
inuy thou bo drilled or cut Uko ordi- 
nary boiler iron. Once a hole stifll- 
clently lurgo to admit a man's arm 
was cut through acln'onio-sloel bank 
safe four Inches thick in four hours, 
so that d man's arm was passed 
through and the looking bolts discon- 
nected with a wrench.

"known, mills crowded with work, and 
all business .stimulated by high hopes, 
the year 1803 has proved, in sudden 
shrinkage of trade, In commercial dis- 
asters, and depression of industries, 
woist for fifty years. Whether ^,thc 
Anal results of the panic of 1887 were 
relatively more severe the scanty rec- 
ords of that lime do not clearly show. 
All hope the now year may bring 
brighter days, but the dying yenr 
leaves only a dismal record.' The re- 
•vlew ofdifferent departments of trade 
exhibits a collapse of industry and 
business which is almost * with- 
out precedent The iron industry 
sustained j a weekly 
181.M1 tons pig May 1, 
tho output hud fallen 
and the recovery to about 100,000 Dee. 
1 BtiU leaves 40 per cent of the force 
unemployed. Over half the woolen 
manufacture is idle, and, excepting a 
brief recovery in November, has been 
ever since new wool in May, for all 
sales at the three chief markets in tho 
eight months have been but 100, 705,400 
pounds, partly . for speculation, the 
price having fallen 20 per eent for 
fleece to the lowest point ever known, 
against 213,330,003 pounds in the same 
month last year. Sales of cotton goods 
arc fully a quarter below the usual 
quantity. 

Not only manufactured goods ns a 
whole, but the most important farm 
products are so low that producers find 
little comfort Official and other re- 
ports give the notion that the crops of 
last year were so short that famine 
prices could be realized on purchases. 
Enormous stocks were bought and 
held with the aid of bauks till heavy 
receipts in the spring caused n collapse 
of wheat, pork and cotton pools. 
Wheat has repeatedly sold here and at 
Chicago at the lowest price ever known 
and is but half a cent above It now. 
Pork fell S7 in an hour when the specu- 
lation burst, but Bells lower yet to-day. 

ft is curious that the, only trndc 
showing an increase is in groceries, 
the aggregate sales being 1 per cent 
larger than in the last half of lbfl2. In 
thirty-seven years covered by the 
records of this ngcucy the number of 
failures has only once risen a little 
above ]G,Oao in a year. In 1803 the 
number reported has been 10,650. The

Hjnopali of n Bill to TroTiao for 6iifo ..

WABiirtfOTON, Dec. 30.— Representative 
Springer, chnlrrann of the' committee , 
on banking nnd currency of the, house, 
has prepared a national currency bill, 
will eh provides .for the Issue of cur- 
rency notes which shall bo full legal •■ 
tender, except where otherwise stipu- 
lated, and shall bo received for cus- 
toms, taxes and all public dues. . They" 
shall also be redeemable on demand in 
coin at tho treasury of tho United 
States, or any .sub- treasury, apd-.when 
so redeemed shall be ro-issucd. Such 
currency notes shall bo issued in the 
first instance to any bank or banking, 
association organized under" the laws 
of the United States, or -of , 
nny state or territory, which 1b 
solvent and hns a capital 'stock actu- 
' ally paid up In cash of at least 825,000 '. 
upon tho deposit with the , commission 
of bonds, such as are required .by" the 
other' provisions of tho act Such 
notes shall not bo^ssued to any "bank 
in excess of Its capital stock" actually . 
paid up. '' 

The bonds which may bo received 
shall be cither the bonds of the United 
States, upon which notes may bo 
issued to tho face value thereof, or the 
bonds'of any state, county, parish, or 
municipality having a population of 
not less than 5,000, and which bonds ^ . 
have been for two years at par In the 
market, and tho Interest on which, has 
never defaulted, ;They are not to be 
subject to the 10 per cent tax Imposed 
by law of congress on tho circulating 
notes of state banks, nor to any other 
tax by congress except as provided in ■ 
the act, nor are they subject to any tax- 
ation under the laws of the states; and 
the bonds deposited for their security 
ore exempt from taxation by tho 
United States or by nny slate or terri- 
tory during the time they remain on 
deposit Banks depositing other than 
national bonds may receive CO per cent 
In circulating notes on the par value 
of such bonds Tho United States as- 
sumes all responsibility for the re- 
demption of tho circulating notes, and 
the banics are not required to keep a 
reserve on that account To the 
amount of one-half of the capi- 
tal stock the banks must pay a tax , 
of 1 peV centum per annum. On an ad- 
ditional amount equal to 25 per cent < 
of the stock a 2 per cent tax Is Im- 
posed, and on the remaining 25 per 
centum a 4 per cent tax will bo re- 
quired, the object being, to force the 
retirement of notes which may be re- 
dundant 

Ample provision is made for retiring 
redundant currency and its cancella- 
tion. ' 

The faith and credit of the United 
States are pledged to the redemption 
in coin on dompnd of the national cur- 
rency notes, and a reserve fund, in 
coin, is provided equal to 20 per cent 
of the outstanding notes. The na-
